Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Merkey does not disclose a 
communication system... wherein atleast two host processors communicate capacity and load information to other host processors", 
examiner respectfully disagrees and states that Merkey in column 9 lines 31 - 50 discloses the communication between multiple 
processors of their load and capacity and its maintenance. Also Applicant argues that a passage out of Kitain column 16 lines 9 - 21 
comprise a suggestion of an initail query queue but there is no communication system in Kitain and therefore the rejection is improper, 
examiner respectfully disgrees that the rejection is made with both Merkey and Kitain in combination where there communication system 
is disclosed in Merkey. Therefore the finality of the rejection is maintained for all claims. 
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
